Ex-Premier Of Iran, 
On Trial Aa Traitor, 
Challenges Tribunal

TEHRAN. Iran UT — Angry ex­ 
dictator Mohammed Mossadegh, 
challenging the competence of a 
military tribunal to try him as a 
traitor, today threatened to com­ 
mit suicide, fired his lawyer and 
warned the court he might boycott 
future sessions. 
Clad in his customary pajamas, 
the 73-year-old former Premier told 
the court he would not appeal any 
sentence it might mete out. 
"I will not accept any forgive­ 
ness. I will stay in this prison 
until I die. If you release me, I 
will commit suicide as soon as 
get hold of the means,” he shouted 
"I am not going to attend the 
coming sessions even if you cut 
off my head," he declared at the 
climax of a heated argument with 
Gen. Nasrollah Moghbeii, chairman 
of the five-man tribunal.

In a major policy speech pre­ 
pared for the U.N. Assembly’s 60- 
nation Political Committee, Chief 
U.S. Delegate Henry Cabot Lodge 
said: 
"The fighting in Korea obviously 
made disarmament talk unreal. 
But now we have an armistice, 
and the United States continues, 
therefore to hope that despite the 
discouraging nature of the Soviet 
note of Nov. 3 in connection with a 
four-power conference on Germa­ 
ny, the Soviet leaders will yet give 
concrete indications that they ac­ 
tively desire to remedy the cur­ 
rent state of international affairs. 
"We hope they will join with us 
in practical steps to reduce inter­ 
national tension which will be re­ 
flected in developing a disarma­ 
ment program. . . . 
"Disarmament 
is impossible 
without international security and 
once 
international 
security has 
been achieved, disarmament can­ 
not be conducted without proper 
safeguards. 
Lodge said no balanced disarma­ 
ment program can be put into ef­ 
fect "until world tensions have 
been reduced by settlement of 
some of the major political issues 
between the Soviet Union and the 
free world.” 
But, he added,' agreement on 
such 
a 
disarmament 
program 
would help ease the world tensions. 
“The existence of international 
security depends on a change of 
mind and attitude on the part of 
the rulers of the Soviet Union. 
"So long as they believe that 
they have the only good idea for 
conducting human affairs — which 
idea they must impose on the rest 
of the world whether it likes it or 
not—and so long as they live in 
baseless fear that the rest of the 
world seeks to destroy their idea, 
just so long will Communist im­ 
perialism continue in all its mani­ 
festations: Subversion of peaceful 
Democratic governments by force and violence.

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The Fifth Amendment 


“ I refuse to testify on the grounds that it 
might incriminate me.** 
That’s a mighty overworked answer these 
days and ifs giving the Fifth Amendment (our 
Bill of Rights) sorry abuse. 
Soon after Congress meets, the House is ex­ 
pected to take action to prevent some wit­ 
nesses before congressional committees from 
refusing to answer questions lest they incrimi­ 
nate themselves. 
A bill aimed at such refusals was passed 
July 9 by the Senate but Attorney General 
Brownell has raised objections to certain as­ 
pects of it. 
The Senate bill provides that a witness before 
a congressional investigating committee after 
using the standard answer may be voted im­ 
munity from prosecution based on his testi­ 
mony. 
Then he couldn’t claim any answers he gave 
could be used against him in a federal case. 
Two-thirds of the committee, including at least 
two members of the minority party, would have 
to vote for immunity and the attorney general 
would have to be informed at least one week 
before the vote was to be taken. If he objected, 
the committee could grant it only upon authori­ 
zation of the Senate or House. 
Brownell argues that immunity would enable 
some criminals to escape the punishment they 
richly deserve. 
The question seems to be whether it is better 
to forego punishing the person to gain informa­ 
tion or whether to seek the information else­ 
where and keep the person subject to punish­ 
ment upon establishment of a case. 
There is little doubt the safeguard against 
self-incrimination is being abused, but just how 
far we can go in solving the situation is Con­ 
gress’ knotty problem. 


Election Footnote 


After the smoke of the election battle has 
cleared and results have been tabulated, publi­ 
cized and explained, it makes an interesting 
footnote on the election to look back and wonder 
why some people did as they did. 
A good example of this 
is 
the 
proposed 
amendments to the Ohio constitution. The first 
two items were controversial — whether to 
issue a half billion dollars in road bonds and 
whether to establish a state board of education. 
The remaining seven were mere 
technical 
revisions that had no bearing on the people; 
they were to simplify and bring up to date 
certain obsolete phrases in the state constitution. 
Yet on each of these seven points more than 
400,000 people in Ohio voted “No.” 
It had been widely explained that these were 
minor, technical points that required merely 
a formal “Yes” vote. Sample ballots explaining 
the issue carried “X’s” for these points and 
marked them as “ mere technicalities.” 
Some voters make a practice of voting against 
every issue, regardless of its purpose or need. 
That explains some of the 400.000 “No” votes. 
Many others in doubt just voted “No.” Some 
showed prejudices by 
voting 
against 
those 
militia items that deleted the word “white.” 
All seven uncontroversial issues carried but 
it should have been nearly unanimous. 
Perhaps there is a need for more concentra­ 
tion on civics courses in school and b e t t e r 
teaching of 
the 
voting 
procedures. 
Maybe 
voters just need to wake up and pay a little 
more attention to what they are voting on. 


New Step In Polio Fight 


A small news item recently may have escap­ 
ed many readers but it deserves mention again 
for it contains very heartening news. 
It concerns the fact that a Detroit company 
has been able to photograph the polio virus by 
using a powerful microscope. 
The dreaded disease seemed lighter this year 
but it still ranks with diseases of undetermined 
origin though much research has been done on 
it. Thus, even a 
small announcement that 
someone has made one step forward is big 
news. 
The pictures show the virus as a tiny round 
ball, so •mall that a million side by side 
would be only an inch long. The historic photos 
show magnifications up to 200.000 and 300.000 
times. 
The Detroit firm is now working on a vaccine 
and through the use of the photographs can 
study the results as various treatments are 
tried. 
It may take more than a year yet. but it’s 
good news and certainly encouraging. 


Perhaps the oldest road on earth winds across 
the Near East between the valleys of the Euph­ 
rates and Nile River. Camel trains and march­ 
ing armies packed down this ancient caravan 
route thousands of years before the Christian 
era.

An Invasion By Chiang

Transportation Called Chinas* Reds' Big Problem 


TAIPEH, Formosa 
It has taken too long, but most 
people in the United States ap­ 
parently realize now that Red Chi­ 
na will never be friendly to the 
West. She needs Russian help or 
she can’t live and she can never 
be friends with both the Soviet and 
America. 
As long as the Communists rule 
China there will be unrest or ac­ 
tual fighting in Asia. Real peace is 
impossible with the Reds in Pek­ 
ing. 
That brings up the question of 
who throws them out? Certainly 
American troops can’t. 
Native forces in Asia are eager 
to have a try at it. Free China, 
which never will accept the Com­ 
munist victory on the mainland as 
final, is training a large army now 
to wrest control of the vast coun­ 
try from the Reds. 
There is enough Asian manpower 
on Formosa and in Korea to do 
the job. These forces have a limi­ 
tation — that of equipment and 
transportation. If these are sup­ 
plied by the United States, and if 
the limited war is resumed in Ko­ 
rea, I think that Chiang Kai-shek 
could pull off a successful invasion 
on the mainland. 
Mao Tse-tung dreads a two-front 
war much more than Hitler ever 
did. The key reason is transporta­ 
tion. The China mainland j u s t 
doesn’t have it. 


THE REDS were using 1,000,000 
troops in Korea. That may be the 
limit they can arm and deploy 
there. Outside of almost negligible 
home production, Communist equip­ 
ment comes from Soviet Russia 
via Siberia and Manchuria over 
one key rail line. South of Tientsin 
there are only two railroads. The 
Red capacity for supplying troops 
to the faraway south is definitely 
limited. 
What I would like to see in Ko­ 
rea is an “active defensive.” This 
would be not a push to the Yalu 
but just enough activity to keejf 
the Reds transporting and expend­ 
ing arms and ammunition at a 
good rate. With the Communists 
so occupied, Chiang could hit the 
mainland. 
The Communists don’t have the 
capacity to fight in South China 
with more than 250,000 men in an 
active campaign. 
They could not consistently equip 
and transport reserves for a larger 
force over the 1,500 miles from 
Manchuria. If war comes the Reds 
would have to be denied access to 
sea transportation, of course. 
With the United States Navy—or 
with Chinese - manned American 
ships — such a blockade would be 
relatively easy. 
^ 


SUCH A TWO-FRONT assault is 
the only way I see for obtaining a 
victory over Red China. 
The bulging South China coast 
opposite Formosa is the “soft un­ 
derbelly of China” because of the 
supply problem. The first place for 
Chiang Kai-shek to hit would be 
Fukien Province. There 
are 
no 
railroads or navigable rivers into 
this province, which is completely 
ringed by mountains. 
If Chiang 
were able to knock the Reds out of 
Fukien once, they would have an 
almost impossible task of getting 
back in. 
Chiang, on the other hand, could 


break out if the United States 
could furnish him the trucks and 
transport planes to keep his sup­ 
plies rolling. The Chinese Nation­ 
alist objective, once the breakout 
of Fukien is accomplished, would 
be the north-south railroad to the 
northwest. This is the vital rail­ 
way that links Hankow to Canton. 
Once astride that railroad, Chiang 
would be able to cut off all sup­ 
plies heading south toward Canton 
and Hainan. 
Then it would be time to turn 
south with part of Chiang’s forces 
to take Canton. 


THIS WOUL0 give 
Chiang 
a 
port to his rear, from which he 
could be supplied by water in 
great quantity. The next objective 
would be to take all of South China 
below the Yangtze River. 
Keeping in mind my estimate 
that the Reds can supply no more 
than 250,000 effectives in such a 
South China campaign against the 
Nationalists, I would estimate that 
Chiang needs only about 400,000 
troops to hit the mainland. In ad­ 
dition, of course, he would need 
adequate troops to defend the For­ 
mosan island bastion to the rear. 
Once the 
generalissimo estab­ 
lishes himself on the mainland, the 
people will flock to him. He will 
get more armed forces volunteers 
than he can arm. How can I be 
sure? My airline. Civil Air Trans­ 
port, has more than 1,400 Chinese 
employes, most of them from the 
mainland originally. Their families 
are still there. TTiese employes get 
almost daily reports from home, 
and these reports show that no­ 
body is satisfied with the Commu­ 
nists. The Reds are oppressing the 
people and taking their food. Ev- | 
eryorte is asking, “When is Chiang 
coming back?” 
The people have had a chance 
to see the Reds in action. They 
don’t like what they see. Most of 
them are actively hostile to the 
Communists. 


THERE ARE those who still wor­ 
ry that if Chiang were to hit the 
mainland 
under 
American 
aus­ 
pices, Russia would decide to come 
in and World War III would be on. 
But where is Russia to come in?. 
In South China? That isn’t the 
way the Russians do business. They 
use their satellites that far away 
from home. 
Some think such an attack on 
Red China would signal the Soviet 
Union to launch an all-out attack 
against America. There is. no indi­ 
cation 
that the 
kremlin 
wants 
World War III, There is evidence, 
however, that the Kremlin wants 
to avoid a general war. The Reds 
want war only when the other 
methods of conquest, like infiltra­ 
tion, fail. 
An indication of how reluctant 
the Communists are to fight was 
provided in Greece. They l o s t 
Greece after they had almost tak­ 
en it. They had no stomach for 
the stiffened resistance there after 
the Americans sent help. 
The important thing to remem­ 
ber, however, is that the Reds in 
China, who have shown they never 
intend to let genuine peace break 
out in the Far East, can be chased 
out. They have an insoluble prob­ 
lem that can be their downfall: 
inadequate transportation.

Just How Far Can West Trust Tito?

BELGRADE 
“Tito is a stinker, and has al­ 
ways been one!” 
Jam es 
Fulton, 
Republican 
of 
Pittsburgh, member of the U. S. 
House of Representatives Foreign 
Affairs Committee, came out with 
this very quotable quotation when 
here recently. 
Hardly parliamentary language 
—sure to shock British MPS—but 
Representative 
Fulton 
certainly 
said a mouthful. 
He went on to say, “lf military 
aid to Tito is not stopped at once 
we are simply building up a nest 
of vipers in our bed.” 
The Pittsburgher is not alone in 
his feelings and fears. I have re­ 
cently heard them expressed (less 
colorfully) in the West’s chancel­ 
leries here. 
Can we trust Tito? Is Communist 
Yugoslavia a dependable ally? 


THESE QUESTIONS are f r e ­ 
quently asked as Tito’s relations 
with his old ally, Soviet Russia, 
become warmer daily—and those 
with the West daily more cool. 
For the past year or so America 
has been arming Tito. For two 
years 
Britain, 
France 
and the 
United States have poured millions 
into Yugoslavia—to save Tito’s tot­ 
tering Communist regime f r o m 
bankruptcy. 
The West gave this aid, without 
any strings attached. But we hoped 
that Tito, having been booted out 
of the Soviet camp, would offer 
his war-tested divisions to help the 
West halt further Soviet aggres­ 
sion. 
Today, Tito’s American-equipped 
army is massed on his frontiers, 
with the West, not the East, threat­ 
ening NATO-member Italy and the 
small (9,000) Anglo-American force 
in Trieste. 
Ironically enough, the f o r c e s 
facing 
the 
Anglo-Americans 
in­ 
clude two divisions equipped with 
the latest American armor. These 
tanks completely outnumber t h e 
U. S. tanks in Trieste. 


WILL TITO ever turn his guns 
on the West? No one cares to 
guess. Americans have not forgot­ 
ten the unarmed American trans­ 
port airplane cold-bloodedly s h o t 
down by Tito’s fighters when lost 
over Yugoslavia in 1946. 
In Trieste military cemetery are 
the graves of young British sol­ 


diers shot by Tito’s trigger-happy 
frontier guards when they strayed 
by error a few inches across the 
frontier. 
Tito’s recent biography records 
the following story: In 1944, when 
Tito was visiting Stalin in Mos­ 
cow, a message arrived stating 
that the British had landed in Yu­ 
goslavia. (The message later prov­ 
ed to be false.) 
When Stalin asked 1110 what he 
would do if the British had landed, 
Tito answered: “ We should offer 
determined resistance.’’ 
At that time, of course, Britain 
was supplying Tito with masses 
of materiel, naval and air support. 
Yet he would have fought the 
British if they had landed in Ger­ 
man-occupied Yugoslavia! 


SINCE TITO’S split with Stalin, 
the Yugoslav Communist dictator 
has frequently declared that Yugo­ 
slavia would fight if attacked by 
Soviet Russia or the Red satel­ 
lites. 
But what would Tito do today 
if Russia attacked the West, but 
not Yugoslavia? Would he fight 
with the West? Or just grab Tri­ 
este and other Italian territory he 
has so frequently demanded? 
Tit© recently reached a mutual- 
defense agreement with his anti­ 
communist neighbors, Turkey and 
Greece. 
That 
agreement 
w a s 
worked out in the days before 
Stalin’s 
death. 
“SD — Stalin’s 
Death — is an important date in 
current Yugoslav policy. 
Stalin was Tito’s archenemy. Af­ 
ter the Tito-Kremlin split only Sta­ 
lin’s portrait was removed in dis­ 
grace. As I write this in a Bel­ 
grade hotel, the pictures of Lemin 
and Marx peer suspiciously over 
my shoulder. 
Since 
Stalin’s 
death—joyfully 
hailed in Belgrade—Soviet-Yugo­ 
slav relations have improved in a 
score 
of 
ways, 
culminating 
in 
Georgi Malenkov’s overt 'support 
of Tito in his anti-Western .stand 
over Trieste. 


SMILING TOP TITO aides are 
welcome visitors to the Soviet Em­ 
bassy these days with its new am­ 
bassador, Vassili Valkov. 
The Turks and the Greeks now 
are asking themselves how much 
they could rely on Tito if Russia 
attacked them and not him. 
As Tito’s relations with the East 
have improved, those with the

West have deteriorated to the point 
of stoning our embassies, destroy­ 
ing Anglo-American cultural libr­ 
aries, manhandling westerners.

This month there will be further 
“elections” in Titoland; a g a i n 
there will be no opposition party. 
It is easy to forget that hundreds 
of Yugoslavs risk their lives week­ 
ly to cross the frontier to the West 
clandestinely—and 
these 
include 
some of Tito’s army officers. 
This is a country where only a 
trusted few are allowed passports. 
Tens of thousands would give all 
their possessions for this valuable 
document, giving them freedom to 
quit Titoland. In short, Tito’s Yu­ 
goslavia is much closer to the pat­ 
tern of totalitarian Soviet Russia 
than any Western country. 
Perhaps it is not surprising that 
Tito finds it easier to talk turkey 
with his own kind than to under­ 
stand the Democratic workings of 
the Western mind. 
An increasing number of West­ 
erners who have watched the Tito 
regime at close quarters in recent 
months share representative Ful­ 
ton's fear of “ A nest of vipers in 
our bed.” 
It Tito shows further signs of 
moving closer to the motherland of 
Communism, the West may shortly 
have to revise its aid policy to 
Comrade Tito.

CHARLESTOWN (JE — A Conser­ 
vation Department official glumly 
observed that “we have nothing 
but the worst to look forward to" 
as forest fire fighters battled West 
Virginia Woodland blazes another 
day. 
Lester McClung, assistant state 
Forester in charge of fire control, 
said that if the weather remains 
the same, the fire situation can 
become as critical as it was last 
year. 
The Conservation Department es­ 
timated last year’s loss at 600,000 
charred acres. 
Forest fires gained new headway 
over the weekend as they claimed 
their second human life, destroyed 
the home and possessions of a Lin­ 
coln County family and aent a 
barn of hay up in flames. 
The victim was identified as Van 
W. Stowers, 70, a Lincoln County 
farmer who lost his life attempting 
to save a neighbor’s farm. 
Officials said he apparently was 
overcome by smoke, suffered a 
heart attack and fell into the 
flames. A relative with whom he 
was working pulled him from the 
fire and summoned aid, but before 
help arrived the flames trapped 
him again. 
The James Saddler family lost 
its home and apparently all its 
possessions when fire rased the 
home at Yawkey. Neighbors said 
they believed the fatally was away 
at the time. 
A hay barn, w h o s e owner was 
unidentified, went up in flames on 
the Middle Fork of Davis Creek 
in Kanawha County. 
Many of the state’s fires, Mc­ 
Clung said, had been deliberately 
set. Those apprehended w i l l be 
fully prosecuted, he said, although 
he admitted that arsonists are hard 
to discover “in the act.” 
Backfiring has been a major 
cause of willfully set fires, he said. 
People become panicky a n d set 
back fires indiscriminantly, even 
though the act is illegal, McClung 
said. 
There were 104 fires burning in 
the state at the last Conservation 
Department report. Of that num-

The peak of this year’s outbreak 
was reached in mid-August, about 
a month earlier than in 1952. 
At the time of the peak this 
year, there had been a total of 
15,978 cases, compared with 19.830 
through mid-August in 1952. Latest 
available figures show a total of 
30,730 cases as of Oct. 31, com­ 
pared with 50,249 for that span in 
1952. 
The pattern

pared with those of earlier years 
in the same areas, Langmuir said. 
He cited another possible indica­ 
tion—in general, where mass .shots 
of GG were administered to chil­ 
dren, subsequent cases developed 
in greater proportion among older 
persons.

Experts on evaluating the power 
and functions of muscles are study­ 
ing a number of people who came 
down with a paralytic attack with­ 
in a week after receiving GG in 
mass injection programs. These 
same people are being examined 
60 {lays later to see if the paralysis 
lessened in the meantime. 
These cases are then being com­ 
pared under similar circumstances 
of study with people who cam e. 
down with paralytic polio just be­ 
fore GG was administered. 
The polio detectives are also 
doing a special study of the possi­ 
ble paralysis-modifying powers of 
GG among people who had received 
it, not in mass programs, but be­ 
cause they had been in close con­ 
tact with a patient. 
This 
study will bear on 
an 
important practical question: Do 
mass injections or concentrating 
on household and similar contacts 
constitute the best use of GG? 
Langmuir offered the personal 
opinion that inoculating such con­ 
tacts will prove to be of value and 
that also there will be “ some need 
for mass immunization programs 
in concentrated epidemics,** espe­ 
cially 
in 
smaller 
communities 
where polio is not always present 
in some degree. 
'‘One thing is certain,” he said. 
“Gamma globulin is not the an­ 
swer to the polio problem, it is at 
best only an interim measure.’’

Chemical Vapor 
Speeds Up Paint 
And Ink Drying 
CHICAGO — Quick-drying of 
fresh paint without the aid of heat 
is science’s newest contribution to 
industry. 
A new chemical process has 
been designed b y t w o l l l i n o i s 
Insitute of Technology chemical 
engineers. It enables inks, paints 
and varnishes to dry in from 5 to 
20 seconds. 
It is the patented Invention of 
Clafke Thorpe and Layton Kinney 
of Armour Research Foundation of 
I.I.T. The process is called Chem- 
Dry by the sponsor, the Meyer- 
cord Co. of Chicago. 
Thorpe and Kinney say the tech­ 
nique is based on a chemical re­ 
action between the applied coat­ 
ings and the sulphur dichloride va­ 
por instead of the former slower 
method of oxidation by drying. 
The process is simple. The sul­ 
phur dichloride is vaporized by a 
carburetor. Painted objects a r e 
placed on an endless belt which 
moves through the vapor enclosed 
in a chamber. Exhausted air from 
the system is washed with a dilute 
caustic soda solution to remove 
any remaining vapor. 
The Chem-Dry process is expect­ 
ed to provide a new 
economic 
punch in the fields of printing, 
wood finishing, wire, paper, and 
fabric coating and metal decora­ 
ting. It will permit quicker han­

Sag-proof doors are best apprec­ 
iated on a farm , in workshop or 
darkroom partitions or any place 
a home handym an is making al­ 
terations. 
Here is a scheme for a door 
which always will rem ain square. ( 
The fram ework, if the door is 
not to be larger than 4 by 8 feet, 
should be l-by-6-inch lumber fpr the 
top and two sides and l-by-8-inch 
lum ber for the bottom. Heavier 
lum ber is needed for larger doors. 
The secret of making this fram e 
sag-proof is to use 3-16-inch tem ­ 
pered pressed wood as a core. This 
m aterial is so rigid and strong that 
it supplies the no-sag ingredient. 
It also m akes possible the use of 
lighter fram ing m em bers. 
As illustrated, the fram ework is 
halved at the corners and at the 
intersection of cross - m em bers.

WASHINGTON US—Harry Dexter 
White, the roundish economist dead 
since 1948, may become the most 
active ghost in American history 
no m atter who looks better in the 
end, Democrats or Republicans. 
A tty.'Gen. Brownell—in his criti­ 
cal charge that the Truman ad­ 
ministration knew White was 
a 
Russian spy but promoted him— 
has raised questions the public will 
want answered. 
Did Brownell intend to state as 
a fact that former President Tru­ 
man knew White to be a spy when 
he gave him an important govern­ 
ment job? If the English language 
has any meaning, Brownell seems 
to have said that. 
How can he prove it? Truman 
denies it. If Brownell can prove 
it, what is he as attorney general 
going to do about it? 
Truman says he fired White 
when 
he 
learned 
White 
was 
“wrong” but nevertheless let him 
resign. Truman says this proce­ 
dure was often foDowed. The rec­ 
ord shows Truman congratulated 
him on his service to the govern­ 
ment. 
Truman says it never has been 
proved White was a spy. But once 
he did learn White was '‘wrong,” 
what did Truman do to have him 
prosecuted or at least investigated 
further to find out what damage he 
had done? 
Brownell says it was Truman’s 
aide, Ma). Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, 
who was given FBI reports on 
White for the President. Vaughan 
says he doesn’t remember them 
and is now hearing of White for 
the first time. 
Did he read such FBI reports? 
Was it his job to do so and then 
tell the President? Or did he give 
this task to someone else in the 
White House and depend on him? 
If so, who was he? What happened 
to the reports? 
In making his charges about 
White in a speech to the Execu­ 
tives Qub in Chicago last Friday, 
Brownell was nof talking off the 
cuff or depending upon memory, 
which can be unreliable. 
He read from a deliberately pre­ 
pared text. As attorney general, 
he must assume full responsibility 


for what he said, whether or not 
he had help in the writing. 
At one place in his talk Brow­ 
nell said; 
“ H arry Dexter White was known 
to be a. Communist spy by the 
very people who appointed him to 
the most sensitive and important 
position he ever held in govern­ 
ment service.” 
Two paragraphs later he added: 
“White’s spying activities f o r 
the Soviet government were re­ 
ported in detail by the FBI to the 
White House by means of a report 
delivened 
to 
President Truman 
through his military aide. Brig. 
Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, in De­ 
cember 1945.” 
The phrasing there—“ a report 
delivered 
to 
President Truman 
through . . Vaughan”—could be in­ 
terpreted as meaning not that Tru­ 
man actually got the report but 
merely that it was intended for 
him and given to Vaughan. 
B ut in the very next paragraph 
Brownell said: 
“ In the face of this information 
and incredible though it may seem, 
President Truman subsequently on 
Jan. 23. 1946, nominated 
White, 
who was then assistant secretary 
of the Treasury, for the even more 
im portant position of executive di­ 
rector for the United States in the 
International Monetary Fund.” 
Although others may have rec­ 
ommended White to Truman for 
the monetary fund job, it was Tru­ 
man who nominated him for Sen­ 
ate consideration. 
In the first paragraph quoted 
here* Brownell said “the very peo­ 
ple who appointed” White knew he 
was a spy. In the third quoted 
paragraph Brownell has Truman 
doing the appointing. 
Unless he qualifies these state­ 
ments 
later, 
Brownell 
clearly 
seems to be saying Truman knew 
White was a spy but nevertheless 
promoted him. 
Truman says he knew nothing 
about what Brownell said 
were 
two FBI reports on White as a 
spy—one in December 1945, or one 
delivered to Vaughan by the FBI 
on Feb. 4, 1946, after Truman had 
nominated White for the fund job. 
It was only later, Truman says, 
that 
he found 
out White 
was 
“wrong” and fired him.

Keep In Trim

A New Slimming Slant May Be Exciting 


- “How in the world do you write 
a column on practically the same 
subject every day and make it 
sound fresh?” That question is ask­ 
ed this dietitian frequently, b u t 
never by those who struggle with 
corpulent calories. And therein lies 
the clue to the answer. 
I take it from your corner and 
write about your problems. Your 
letters are the basis of the m ater­ 
ial, not only the questions, but the 
general tone. 
I get a cue when there is a dis­ 
couraged sounding note, such as, 
“Time and again I've tried to diet 
but after about four days I feel so 
deprived I can’t stay with it . . . ” 
In trying to give that overweight 
insight into her problem, I be­ 
come so enthusiastic I have diffi­ 
culty keeping within my space! 


WHETHER ANY 8TINT is easy 
or a grind, lies in the way we look 
at it. And that is true of dieting. 
Resist diet, feel sorry for your­ 
self and your mind won’t let you 
stay with it long enough to lose 
many pounds. Actually, how you 
feel about dieting is more im­ 
portant even than the facts con­ 
cerning your overweight. 
Let’s analyze it: To lose 20 ex­ 
cess pounds or 50, or whatever 
the number may be, It is necessary 
to have smaller portions of the high 
calories foods and to delete some 
favorites entirely. 
There isn’t any other w a y to 
force nature to use stored fat for 
fuel. So the reducing process is 
always the same, but your attitude 
toward diet can make slimming an 
ordeal, or a stimulating challenge. 
If you feel disgruntled and re- 
sent the fact that you can’t have 
your cake and keep your figure, 


too, you won’t work up much en­ 
thusiasm for the science of nutri­ 
tion that makes it possible to lose 
weight; nor can you enjoy t h e 
good food included in the dict. 
And, if you’re afraid that cut­ 
ting down on your food intake will 
leave you tired, or that reducing 
will make you look older, or even 
harm your health, your m i n d 
won’t let you reduce! Negative 
feeling of self-pity, doubt and fear 
are mental stumbling blocks that 
make it well nigh impossible for 
you to lick the weight problem. 
There is a saying that “ All things 
be ready if the mind be ready.” 
Once you make up your mind to 
be normal weight, it’s surprisingly 
easy to diet. 
Look at it this way — nutrition 
science furnishes the method by 
which you do the reducing but, un­ 
til you decide in your o w | mind 
that you want to act to banish 
bulging pounds, and are eager to 
make the science work for you, 
nothing much happens.
